UNEMPLOYMENT RESERVES— 

We urge a thorough and sympa- 
thetic business study of unemploy- 
ment reserves, with a view to de- 
veloping the best and most feasible 
means solving this problem. A sound 
solution must be based upon a defi- 
nite knowledge and not merely i, 
a commendable desire. Unsound leg- 
islation at this time would prejudice 
the possibility of securing a satisfac 
tory solution in the future. 

We lack sufficient knowledge re- 
garding depressional, seasonal, tech- 
nological and other types of unem- 
ployment. Even as to the actual ex- 
tent of unemployment, the informa- 
tion is contradictory. 

No plan of unemployment reserves 
can be of immediate help in reliev- 
ing the present problem, inasmuch 
as there must be a considerable pe- 
riod for the accumulation of reserves. 
There is, therefore, ample time for 
thorough investigation. 

In order to give consideration to 
all elements involved, a committee 
should be created by business to study 
the practicability of a comprehensive 
program of social security adaptable 
to American conditions, giving im- 
mediate attention to unemployment 
reserves and old age pensions. 

The committee, in its study of un- 
employment reserves, should give con 
sideration to the following among 
other points: 

(1) Method of, creating a compe- 
tent administrative system. 

(2) The increasing inflexibility of 
wage scales and productive costs. 

(3) Immobility of labor. 

(4) A system of payments that 
will not remove the incentive to work. 

(5) Requirements as to willing-

Definite evidence of a determined 
effort by congress and the admin- 
istration to balance the budget, in- 
cluding both ordinary and emergency 
expenditures, at the earliest possible 
date is fundamental to any real or 
lasting improvement in economic con- 
ditions, Budget equilibrium should be 
attained primarily by limitation of 
expenditures rather than by increased 
taxation. 

The best information available in- 
dicates that further increase in the 
public debt beyond June 30, 1935, 
can be avoided, a reasonable program 
of emergency relief expenditures can 
be financed without debt increase in 
the fiscal year 1936, by confining 
unemployment felief to an indispen- 
sable minimum and limiting expendi- 
tures for all emergency activities 
next year, including those on, account 
of existing commitments for public 
works, to the expected surplus of 
receipts over ordinary expenditures 
plus the net repayments from va- 
rious lending agencies and a reduc- 
tion of the unallocated amount of 
the general fund balance. 


The assurance throughout next 
year that will result from an avoid- 
ance of increasing the debt and from 
the adoption of an immediate pro 
gram to produce a balanced budget in 
1937 will contribute both to business 
recovery and to increase in federal 
revenue. It will allay fears of cur- 
rency inflation, permit more refund- 
ing of government, debt on a. long- 
term basis, telease investment fonds 
for normal enterprise, s&feguard the 
government’s credit posftion,; and in- 
duce a greater mobility of private 
resources and energy. 

Projects for government spending 
initiated to increase purchasing pow- 
er or to create business would re- 
tard rather than aid recovery. 

That is true of all proposals for 
extraordinary expenditures that 
would mean debt increase after 
June 30 next or preclude the success 
of a definite program to produce an 
early balance of the budget.

10,000,000 unemployed are in the 
durable goods industries. More than 
2,000,000 are unemployed in one 
segment alone—construction—repre- 
senting a total nearly four times as 
large as the combined unemployment 
in all consumers’ goods industries. 

Deferred demand for the products 
of the durable goods industries has 
reached staggering proportions, but 
must remain potential and useless 
rather than effective until the people 
of this country possess such cohfi- 
dence in their future that they dare 
look beyond their day-to-day needs. 
Herein lies a major offensive against 


depression. 

hief among the fundamental con- 
ditions needed for recovery in the 
dutable goods industries are (1) a 
free flow of private capital into pri- 
vate business, (2) a sound real estate 
mortgage. market, (3) low construc- 
tion costs necessitating removal of 
artificial restraints curtailing volume 
and increasing costs whether of ma: 


terial or labor. 


In particular, there can be no re- 
oven in private residential building 


unless federal construction is limit- 
ed to a field that can be demonstrat- 
ed to the non-competitive-slum clear- 
ance and the limited construction of 
such lew-cost housing as could not 
be accomplished commercially under 
normal ¢onditions. This is the max- 
imum limit to federal activities, if 
recovery is to be achieved. Direct 
government participation in housing, 
if carried beyond this point, will in- 
evitably ruin the sound program of 
the federal housing administration.

OCOMPETITION— 
The great majority of the people 
owns American business. Each of 
the 60-odd million insurance 3 
holders, each man or woman who has 
savings in banks or building loan as- 
sociations, each holder of a share of 
stock or a bond, has such savings 
invested in some corporate business 
activity.

By its own terms the national in- 
dustrial recovery act expires not la- 
ter than June 16, 1935. The admin- 
istration has indicated its desire for 
further trial. of certain features of 
the act. Experience has not suffi- 
ciently determined whether perma- 
nent measures are desirable, or if de- 
sirable, the form that they should 
take. In view of these considerations, 
this conference recommends that new 
emergency legislation, prior to its 
expiring date enacted for a period 
of one year in conformity with the

Such legislation should be admin- 
istered by an administrative agency 
of at least five members possessing 
the authority to approve or disap-

Mexico ‘has à festival known as the 
“Posadas” which starts nine days be- 
fore Christmas. In large part it is 
religious, and an altar is placed in 
the living room or parlor of each

is decorated with Spanish moss, ever- 
green branches and lanterns made of 
colored paper. After praying and sing- 
ing songs, all persons present take 
part in a procession with lighted can- 
— on the night of December 16. 

n candies and fruits are passed 
around, and there is a display of fire- 
works out of doors. 


In the courtyard the parents of 
the children hang a clay jar, cover 
ed with gold and silver paper The 
children are blindfolded and then use 
sticks to strike at the “pinata,” as 
the clay jar is called. When it is 
broken, they scramble to obtain fruit 
and candies which fall from it. They 
have sweets and frolics before Christ- 
mas, even though they must wait un- 
til afterward for their gifts. 

We have seen that English chil- 
dren speak of both Father Christmas 
and Santa Claus. The name Santa 
Claus, which we commonly use, grew 
out of the Dutch way of pronou 
“Saint Nicholas.” In Germany a time- 
honored name for the giver of gifts is 
Kriss Kringle; bnt many German 


children speak of “the Christmas 
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Man.” In Denmark, children speak 
7 the TLulemand' —that is the “Yule 
an.” 


Danish folk have their main feast — 
on Christmas Eve. As a rule, they 
eat goose or chicken, along with red 
cabbage and potatoes. They also serve 
a rice dish, and they eat the rice very 
carefully. In one or two portions, 
there will be an almond; and the per- 
son who finds an almond in his rice 
is given an extra present or prize. 

After the Christmas Eve dinner, the 
people go into the room where a gayly 
decorated tree stands, with many pres- 
ents below it. Before the presents are 
opened, all join hands to make a 
circle, and dance around the tree. 

An old Danish custom at Christmas 
time is for children to place sheafs — 
of wheat in places where See grain 
can be eaten by birds. This may be in 
a tree, or on the roof of a house.

“Character is what a man knows 
about himself.” 

No “High-Pressure” Man. 
Governor Black never attempts to 
high-pressure a man. He does not try 
to impress his force or personality on 
one. He is direct. Yet he seems. 80 
they say who have worked with him 
in the critical financial days of bank- 
ing reforms, to merge his personality 
with those working with him. 

In Washington, as head of the en- 
tire federal reserve system, he was 
sought after more than any other man 
in Washington except the president of 
the United States. The financial pol- 
icy of the nation was first in impor- 
tance.

He was most 
popular with them despite the fact he 
revealed no news except that which 
was ready for the press.

Roosevelt Makes Statement. 

In addition to sending a private 
message of sympathy to Mrs. Black in 
behalf of Mrs. Roosevelt and him- 
self, the president late Wednesday is- 
sued a public statement expressing the 
regret of the nation over his sudden 
passing. 

The statement follows: 

“The nation can ill afford the loss 
of Eugene R. Black, We in ash- 
ington shall miss him as a friend and 
helper. 

„He was drafted for important 
work as governor of the federal re- 
serve board and rendered high service 
in difficult and trying times. 

“At his own request, he returned 
to his home to resume the post of gov- 
ernor of the Federal Reserve bank of 
Atlanta and to present the recovery 
program to the banks of the country 
in an effort to promote complete busi- 


ness rehabilitation. 


“His public service earned for him 
the lasting gratitude of the people 
of the country and the government 
he served so well.” 

Funeral Rites Today. 

The funeral will be at 3 o'clock this 
afternoon at the First Baptist church, 
which Governor Black had served as 
a deacon for many years. Dr. Ellis 
A. Fuller, the pastor, will officiate 
and leaders from the various groups 
to which Governor Black devoted his 
attention will participate in the cere- 
mony. The burial will be in West 
View cemetery.

In addition to 
Mrs. Black he also is survived by two 
brothers, Justice William Harmon 
Black, of the New York state court 
of appeals, and Charles H. Black, of 
New York.

’ Given Reserve Post. 

On Janyary 1, 1928, when Gover- 
nor Welborn Pane as governor of 
the Federal Reserve bank, of Atlanta, 
bankers knew instant who would get 
the job—Gene Black. He did, 
A little more than five years later, 
when President Roosevelt took the 
helm of the nation he looked over the 
eountry for a sound man with proper 
background. His choice fell upon Gov- 
ernor Black. He offered him the chair- 
manship of the federal reserve board, 
but Governor Black refused. He want- 
ed to stay in Atlanta. But in that 
way that President Roosevelt has, he 
got his man. Governor Black was

for the job. . 
Immediately after his arrival in 
Washington those 


few bankers who 
had not previously known him imme- 
diately stamped him one of the most 
conservative leaders of finance. [le 
led the opposition to President Roose- 
velt's poncy calling for the surrender 
of the felleral reserve system’s stock 
of monetary gold, valued at more 
than 83.000.000. Despite his persona:

dent Roosevelt. he. was outspoken in 
his op tion and when the president 
ordered the gold surrendered there was 
no break in their friendship. | 
Called Him “Good Soldier.” 

That's why President Roosevelt 
called him a “grand oid fellow“ and 
an “good soldier“ when newspapermen 
in Washington informed him Wednes 
day of his old friend and aid's death. 

Governor Black was anything but 
a “me, too,” man. He never failed to 
express his opposition to any Roose- 
yeltian program if he had opposition, 
but he was wont to abide by the pres- 
ident’s will and say “I am a good 
soldier, and if you think differently, 
I am with you,” ; 

He was like Roosevelt. He didn’t 
expect to make a hit every time he 
went to bat.

He went to Washington only a 
few weeks after every bank in the 
country had been closed, He found 
banks and bankers mistrusted on all 
sides.

Peace Aiivocate Says Those 
Who Profit From War Be- 
hind Attacks on Her. 


ATHENS, Ga. Dec. 19.—Miss 
Jeanette Rankin, representative in 
Georgia of the National Council for 
Prevention of War, today emphatical- 
ly denied charges of Kenneth Murrell, 
Atlanta Legionnaire, that she is con- 
nected with communist organizations, 

Miss Rankin says if she alone were 
concerned, she would ignore the 
charges because she récognizes that 
“anyone who urges reduction of arma- 
ments, with its consequent decrease of 
profits for armament and munitions 
makers, must be prepared for the most 
bitter and unfair attacks by the tools, 
conscious or unconscious, of the in- 
terests that profit from war, and the 
sacrifice of human lives.” 

“I have long since become accus- 
tomed to such attacks,“ Miss Rankin 
said. “I have put every ounce of 
energy at my command into opposing 
the aim of the armament and muni- 
tions makers and I am not surprised 
that they should employe every weap- 
on at their command, fair or unfair, 
to force me to cease my activities for 
peace, 

_ “However, I recognize also, that the 
average person has no time to inquire 
into these charges to determine 
whether they are true, or untrue. The 
persons who have attacked me under- 
stand that.. If they can ‘link,’ as they 
term it, peace organizations with or- 
ganizations whose objective, they say, 
is to overthrow existing governmental 
institutions they hope they can make 
it difficult for anyone to advocate 
measures designed to save us from an- 
other war which is certain to destroy 
civilization as we know it today. They 
make it difficult for ministers to ad- 
vocate from the pulpit measures which 
would make concrete the teachings of 
Jesus himself. I am not unmindful 
of the concern that is aroused in the 
minds of serious minded people by the 
attacks, through me, upon the cause 
of peace. 

Difficult to Combat, 

“It is difficult to know how best to 
combat these charges, because their 
repetition, in spite of denials, is likely 
to cause impressionable persons to be- 
lieve that the one who has the last 
say must be right. The charges which 
the Legion officials are making against 
me have been made, or insinuated, re- 
peatedly since I came to Georgia 10 
years ago.

FLOYD COUNTY TO USE 


FELONY PRISONERS 


ROME, Ga., Dec. 19.—For the first 
time in three years Floyd county is 
preparing to use felony prisonera on a 
county chain gang project.

This 
convention is designed for the whole- 
sale showing of dces; and it was a 
grave question as to whether I should 


use the convention to show my acé 


of spades, when my 18233 already 
knew that I had it. In other words, 
should I bid 4 no-trump only when 
holding three aces and the king of a 
bid suit, or use the conventional bid 
only when holding an additional ace, 
since my spade ace might just as 
well be exposed? Here also we de- 
cided: that it was far wiser to stick 
to the usual requirements and use 
the conventional 4 and 5 no-trump 
bids to show the ace of spades just 
AS — it were an ordinary game. 
Whether we were wise in this res- 
olution or not may be open to debate, 
but our judgment was proved correct 
in the following hand, in which any 
confusion might have been disastrous.

BATON ROUGE, La., Dee. 19.— 


Huey Long looked in all diree- 


tions today for someone to fill the 
shoes of Captain Lawrence Biff“ 
Jones, who resigned last night as head 
football coach at Louisiana State Uni- 
versity following a dispute with the 
Louisiana dictator. 

Names of outstanding coaches in 
the east, north, south and southwest 
3 were under consideration 
university authorities, but none has 
yet been definitely approached. 

That the “Kingfish” is going after 
a mentor with a national reputation 
became apparent with reports that 
Clark Shaughnessy, who directs the 
football destinies at Chicago Univer- 
sity: “Chick” Meehan, head coach at 
Manhattan College, N. T.; Ray Mor- 
rison, of Southern Methodist Unirer- 
sity, Dallas, Texas, and Bernie 
Moore, Jones’ assistant, were among 
a a dozen being considered for the 


post. 
HAS “INSIDE TRACK.” 
Some believed that Shaughnessy 


had the inside track” if he desired 


to return to Louisiana, where he 
coached at Tulane and Loyola before 
succeeding Alonzo Stagg at Chicago. 
This belief was founded on a sugge® 
tion by Senator peers today tha 
Shaughnessy “is a mighty fine man; 
he’s nationally famous, and he’s being 
talked about as successor to Captain 
Jones.“ 

Meanwhile in Chicago Coach 
Shaugnessy declared he had not been 
informed of any offer to take over 
the coaching duties at L. 8.

The same was true with regard to 
rumors that Ray Morrison, of M. 8. 
U., might be approached with a prop- 
osition. He, too, had many 1 
among the students, many of whom 
are ‘Texans. 

Still other campus talk pointed to 
the possibility that the coaching reins 
may be turned over to Moore, who 
served as Captain Jones’ chief scout 
during the current campaign.

ton for synthetic. nitrates and other 
German products, conflicted with the 
administration's reciprocal trade 
agreement expansion program. To- 
day George N. Peek, president of the 
Export-Import bank, was at work 
drafting a new plan. 

Mr. Roosevelt revealed today that 
Secretary Hull’s report on the Peek 
plan—understood to be in opposition 
—wa8 still on his desk, awaiting final 
decision, It is generally believed, how- 
ever, that the president will not ap- 
prove it in its present form. 

While Peek redrafted the barter 
proposals, Secretary Hull, who con- 
tended it would interfere with nego- 
tiating trade pacts with 25 countries, 
announced that a new reciprocal trade 
agreement would be negotiated with 
Finland, beginning with hearings on 
February 11. 

Finland, only nation to keep up its 
war-debt payments, will. become the 
fourteenth nation with whom similar 
commercial. pacts are now under nego- 
tiation. Ten or twelve other nations. 
including Chile, have already entered 
into preliminary discussions concern- 
ing negotiations, 

Synthetic nitrates were suggested 
by the German negotiators as one 9 
the chief products to be exchanged in 
the cotton barter. Chile, à big nitrate 
producer, was understood to have 
made representations against includ- 
ing nitrates in the German deal. 

There came today indications that 
the government also was making oth- 
er preparations for an expanded for- 
eign trade. Secretary Roper said the 
commerce department would ask con- 
gress to increase appropriations for 
the upbuilding of offices of the for- 
eign commerce bureau in a number 
of countries.
